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Starting Android for tiie first time 

The first time you power on your phone (after setting it up, as described in your 
phone's owner's guide), you're prompted to touch the Android logo to begin using your 
phone.

Then you're offered a chance to learn about your phone, you're prompted to create or 
to sign into your Google Account, and you're asked to make some initial decisions 
about how you want to use Android and Google features. 



If you don't have a SIM card in your GSM phone 

if your GSM phone doesn't have a SIM card installed, you can't connect to mobile 
networks for voice and data services, but you can connect to a Wi-Fi network to sign 
into your Google Account and to use all the features of your phone, except voice 
calling. (CDMA phones don't rely on a SIM card to connect to mobile networks.) 

If you start Android the first time without a SIM card, you're asked if you want to touch 
Connect to Wi-Fi to connect to a Wi-Fi network (instead of to a mobile network) to 
set up your phone. To learn more, see "Connecting to Wi-Fi networks" on page 54. 

Your Google Account 

You must Sign into a Google Account to use Gmail, Google Talk, Google Calendar, and 
other Google Apps; to download applications from Android Market; to back up your 
settings to Google servers: and to take advantage of other Google services on your 
phone. 
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Important If you want to restore your settings to ttiis phone from anothier phone that was running 
Android release 2,0 or later (see "Google services' on page 18), you must sign into 
your Google Account now, during setup. If you wait until after setup is complete, your 
settings are not restored. 

If you don't have a Google Account, you're prompted to create one. 

If you have an enterprise Gmail account through your company or other organization, 
your IT department may have special instructions on how to sign into that account. 

When you sign in, your contacts, Gmail messages. Calendar events, and other 
information from these applications and services on the web are synchronized with 
your phone. 

If you don't sign into a Google Account during setup, you are prompted to sign in or to 
create a Google Account the first time you start an application that requires one, such 
as Gmail or Android Market. 

When you sign in, you're prompted to enter your username and password, using the 
onscreen keyboard. For information about navigating the touchscreen and entering 
text, see "Using the touchscreen* on page 22 and "Using the onscreen keyboard* on 
page 29.

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Additional accounts 

After setup, you can add Gooele, Microsoft Exchange ActiveSync, "^acebook, 
conventional email, and other kinds of accounts to your phone, and sync some or all of 
their data, as described in "Accounts' on page 101. However, only the first Google 
Account you sign Into is backed up to Google servers. Some applications that only 
work with a single account display data only from the first account that you sign Inta 

Google services 

When you sign in. youYe asked whether you want to take advantage of the following 
Google services. 

Location You can choose whether to take advantage of Google's location service, 
which provides applications with your approximate location without using GPS. and 
whether to use your location foi Google search results and other Google services. For 
Information about changing these settings later, see "Location & security settlr^ on 
page 321 and 'Privacy settings' on page 326. 

Backup You can choose to back up some of your data, such as your bookmarks. 

your user dictionary, your Wi-Fi passwords, and many other settings, to your Google 
Account, on Google servers. Some third-party aoplications may also take advantage 
of this feature. That way. when you need to replace your phone (when you upgrade or 
replace a lost phone), your data and settings are restored to your new phone when you 
f st sign in. For information about changing this setting later, see 'Privacy settings' on 
page 326. 

Date and time If you aren't connected to a mobile network, you're prompted to set 
the date and time on your phone. See "Date & time settings" on page 334.

Getting to know the Home screen 



When you sign in, the Home screen opens. 

The Home screen is your starting point to access all the features on your phone. It 
displays application icons, widgets, shortcuts, and other features. You can customize 
the Home screen with different wallpaper and display the items you want. See 
"Customizing the Home screen" on page 46. 



At the top of the screen, the Status bar displays the time, information about the status 
of your phone, and icons for notifications that you've received. To learn more, see 
"Monitoring your phone's status" on page 25 and "Managing notifications" on page 27, 

Touch the Launcher icon at the bottom of the screen to view all installed applications. 
See "Opening and switching applications" on page 36. 




^Toucli items on the Home screen to 
open them.

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Using the touchscreen 



The main way to control Android features is by using your finger to manipulate icons, 
buttons, menu items, the onscreen keyboard, and other items on the touchscreen. You 
can also change the screenls orientation. 

Touch To act on items on the screen, such as application and settings icons, to type 
letters and symtmis using the onscreen keyboard, or to press onscreen buttons, you 
simply touch them with your finger. 

Touch it hold Touch & hold an Item on the screen by toucNng It and not lifting 

your finger until an action occurs. For example, to open a neru fc customizing the 
Home screen, you touch an empty area on the Home screen until the menu open& 

Drag Touch & hold an item for a moment ard then, w thout lift ng yojr f nger. move 
your finger on the scieen until you reach the target position. You drag items on the 
Home screen to reposition them, as described in "Customizing the Home screen" on 
page 46. and you drag to open the Notifications panel, as described in "Managing 
notifications* on page 27. 

Swipe or slide To swipe or slide, you quickly move your finger across the surface 

of the screen, without pausirg when ycu first touch It (so you dor't drag an item 
instead). For example, you slide the screen up or dowm to scroll a list, and in some 
Calendar views you swipe quickly across the screen to change the range of time 
visible. 

Double-tap Tap quickly twice on a webpage. map. or other screen to zoom. For 
example, you double-tap a section of a webpage in Browser to zoom that section to fit 

the width of the screen. You can also double-tap to ccntrol the Came'a zoom, in Maps, 
and in other applications. Double-tapping after pinching to zoom in some applications, 
such as Browser, reflows a column of text to fit the width of the screen. 

Pinch in some applications (such as Maps, Browser, and Gallery), you can zoom in 
and out by placing two fingers on the screen at once and pinching them together (to 
zoom out) or spreading them apart (to zoom In). 

Rotate the screen On most screens, the orientation of the screen rotates with the 
phone as you turn it from upright to its side and back again. You can turn this feature 
on and off, as described In 'Sound settings* on page 319. 
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Using the phone's buttons 



The phone's physical buttons and soft buttons offer a variety of functions and 
shortcuts. Refer to your phone's owner's guide for details about the location of the 
buttons on your phona

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Managing notifications 

Notification icons report the arrival of new messages, calendar events, and alarms, as 
well as ongoing events, such as when call forwarding is on or the current call status. 

When you receive a notification, its icon appears in the Status bar, along with a 
summary that appears only briefly. For a table of notification icons, see 'Notification 
icons" on page 26. 

The Trackball light pulses once or repeatedly when you receive a new notification. 
Depending on your settings and the model of your phone, you may also hear a 
notification sound, the phone may vibrate, and LEDs may blink. These settings and 
adjusting sound volume and other general notifications settings is described in 
"Sound settings" on page 319. 

You can open the Notifications panel to view a list of all your notifications. 

Applications whose activities produce notifications, such as Gmail and Google Talk, 
have their own settings, which you can use to configure whether and how they send 
notifications, whether they sound a ringtone, vibrate, and so on. See the sections on 
those applications for details. 

To open the Notifications panel 

► Drag the Status bar down from the top of the screen. 

On the Home screen, you can also press Menu ^ and toucn Notifications. 

The Notifications panel displays your wireless provider and a list of your current 
notifications. Notifications about ongoing activities are listed first, followed by 
Notifications about events, such as new mail notifications or Calendar reminders.

To respond to a notification 

1 Open the Notifications panel. 

Your current notifications are listed in the panel, each with a brief description. 

2 Touch a notification to respond to it. 

The Notifications panel closes. What happens next depends on the notification. 
For example, new voicemail notifications dial your voicennail box, and network 
disconnect notifications open the list of configured networks so you can 
reconnect. 

To clear all notifications 

1 Open the Notifications panel. 

2 Touch Clear at the top right of the panel. 

All event-based notifications are cleared; ongoing notifications remain in the list. 

To close the Notifications panel 

► Drag the tab at the bottom ot the Notifications panel to the top of the screen. Or 
just press the Back button. 

The panel also closes when you touch a notification to respond to it. 
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Using the onscreen keyboard 



You enter text using the onscreen keyboard. Some applications open the keyboard 
automatically. In others, you touch a text field where you want to enter text to open the 
keyboard. 

You can also enter text by speaking instead of by typing. See "Entering text by 
speaking" on page 32. 
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•Touch a suggestion to enter it. 

— Press space or a punctuation mark to 
enter the red suggestion. 



Touch once to capitBlize the next letter 
— you type. Touch & hold for all caps. 
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To enter text 

1 Touch a text field. 

The onscreen keyboard opens. 

You can also use the Trackball to select a text field and then press the Trackball 

to open the onscreen keyboard. 

2 Touch the keys on the keyboard to type. 

The characters you've entered appear in a strip above the keyboard, with 
suggestions for the word you are typing to the right. Press the left or right arrow in 
the strip to view more suggestions. 

3 Press space or a punctuation nnark to enter the red suggested word. 

If you touch the space key, the suggestion strip offers a series of punctation marks 
you can touch, to replace the space with. 

Or touch another suggested word to enter it. 

Or touch & hold the leftmost word to add it to your dictionary 

If you touch a word that is not in your dictionary, it's entered and you're prompted 
to touch the word again if you want to add it to your dictionary. 

You can view, edit, or delete the words that you add to the dictionary. See 
"Language & keyboard settings" on page 329. 

4 Use the Delete key to erase characters to the left of the cursor. 

5 When you're finished typing, press Back t-v to close the keyboard. 

To enter numbers, symbols, and other characters 

► Press the Symbols key to switch to the numbers and symbols keyboard. 
Press the Alt key on the symbols keyboard to view additional symbols; press it 
again to switch back. 

► Touch & hold a vowel or the C, N. or S key to open a small window where you can 
touch an accented vowel or other alternate letter. 

► Touch & hold the Period key ( . ) to open a small window with a set of common 
symbols. 

► Touch & hold a number or symbol key to open a Vifindow of additional symbols. 

When you touch a key, a larger version displays briefly over the keyboard. Keys with 
alternate characters display an ellipsis ( ... ) below the character. 

► Slide your finger smoothly up from the main keyboard to open an extension 
keyboard, with numbers and symbols; to enter a number or symbol from that 
keyboard, slide your finger onto it and then lift your finger. 
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To change the keyboard orientation 

► Turn the phone sideways or upright. 

The keyboard is redrawn to take best advantage of the new phone orientation. 
Many people find the larger tiorizontai onscreen keyboard easier to use. 




You can conlioi wheitier the screen changes orientation automatically when you 
turn the phone. See "Display settings' on page 320. 

To change the keyboard language 

If you're used the Android Keyboard settings to make more than one language 
available when using the onscreen keyboard (see "Android Keyboard settings screen" 
on page 329), the current keyboard language is displayed on the Space key and you 
can switch languages. 

1 Touch & hold the Space key. 

2 Without lifting your finger, move it to the left or right until the language you want 
appears in the center of the small window above the Space key. 

3 Lift your finger, 

If you have many languages available, you may have to repeat these steps to find 
the language you want. 
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Entering text by speaking 

You can use voice input to enter text by speaking. Voice input is an experimental 
feature that uses Google's speech -recognition service, so you must have a data 
connection on a mobile or Wi-Fi network to use it. 



To turn on voice Input 

If the onscreen keyboard does not display a Microphone key D. voice input is not 
turned on or you have It configured to display on the symbols Keyboard. 

1 Press Home press Menu =, then touch Settings > Language & 
keyboard > Android keyboard. 

You can also touch & hold the Symbof key on the onscreen keyboard; in the 
dialog that opens, touch Android keyboar^ettlngs, 

2 Touch Voice input 

3 Touch the option for where you want the Microphone key (on the main keyboard or 
the symbols keyboard). Or touch Off to turn off voice input. 



To enter text by speaking 

You can enter text by speaking, in most places that you can enter text with the 
onscreen keyboard. 

1 Touch a text field. 

2 Touch the Microphone key D on the keyboard (if you set the Microphone key to 
appear on the symbols keyboard, touch the Symbol key fist). 

Or just swipe your finger across the keyboard from left to right. 
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3 When prompted to "Speak now." speak what you want to enter. 

Say "comma," "period." "question mark," 'exclamation mark." or "exclamation 
point* to enter punctuation.

When you pause, what you spoke is transcribed by the speech-recognition service 
and entered in the text field, underlined.

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Editing text 

You can edit the tex: yoLj enter in text fields and use menu commands to cut, copy, and 
paste text, within or across applications. Some applications don't support editing 
somo or all of the text they display; others may offer their own way to select text you 
want to work with. 

To edit text 

1 Touch the text field that contains the text to edit. 

2 Use the Trackball to move the cursor to the location where you want to add or 
delete text. 

The cursor is a vertical bar that indicates where text you type or paste will be 
inserted. 

3 Type, cut, paste, or delete text. 

4 Press the Back 'K button when you're finished typing, to close the keyboard. 

You may also have a Next or Done button on the keyboard, depending on the 
application and text field you're typing m. 

To select text 

You select text that you want to cut or copy. Selected text is highlighted in orange. 

1 Touch the text field or other portion of the screen that contains the text to select. 

2 Use the Trackball to rTiove the cursor to the beginning or end of the text to select. 
You can also touch in the text field to move the cursor in text. 

3 Press & hold the Trackball, or touch & hold the text field. 

A menu opens with options for cutting, copying, and performing other tasks with 
the text field. 

4 Touch Select text. 

Or touch Select all to select all the text in the text field. 

5 Roll the Trackball to select the text you want. 

6 Press & hold the Trackball again (or touch & hold the text field) to open a menu 
you can use to cut or copy your selection, select all the text, or stop selecting text. 
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To cut or copy text 

1 Select the text to cut or copy. 

2 Press & hold the Trackball, or touch & hold the selected text. 

3 Touch Cut or Copy in the menu that opens. 

If you touch Cut. the selected text is removed from the text field. In either case, the 
text is stored in a temporary area on the phone, so that you can paste it into 
another text field. 



To paste text 

1 Copy the text to paste. 

2 Touch the text field where you want to paste the text. 

You can paste text that you copied from one application into a text field in any 
application. 

3 Use the Trackball to move the cursor to the location where you want to paste the 
text. 

4 Press & hold the Trackball, or touch & hold the text field. 

5 Touch Paste in the menu that opens. 

The text is inserted at the cursor. The text that you pasted also remains in a 
temporary area on the phone, so you can paste that same text in another location. 
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Opening and switching applications 



The Launcher, which you open from the Home screen, holds icons for all of the 
applications on your phone, including any applications that you downloaded and 
installed fronn Android Market or other sources. 

When you open an application, the other applications you've been using don't stop; 
they keep on running: playing music, rendering webpages. and so on. You can quickly 
switch among your applications, to work with several at once. The Android operating 
system and applications work together to ensure that applications you aren't using 
don't consume resources unnecessarily, stopping and starting them as needed. For 
this reason, there's no need or facility for quitting applications.

Some screens have more options menu items than can fit in the main menu; you 
touch More to open a menu of additional items.

You 
can also open a context menu for an item by selecting it with the Trackball and then 
pressing the Trackball. 
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Searching your phone and the web 

You can search for information on your phone and on the web using Google search. 

You can search the web by speaking instead of typing, by using Google search by 
voice (see "Searching the web by voice" on page 44). You can also dial a phone 
number and control your phone in other ways with the Voice Search application, as 
described in "Dialing by voice" on page 78. 

To search your phone and the web 

1 Press the Home button <y to return to the Home screen. 

2 Press the Search button Q^.

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To target where you want to search 

Initially, the Google search box displays the All icon Q . indicating that it's configured 
to search both the web and to provide suggestions from both the web and your phone.

You can also 
use Google search by voice to call your contacts, get directions, and to control your 
phone in other ways. 

You can also dial a phone number with the Voice Search application, as described in 
"Dialing by voice" on page 78. 

To search the web by voice 

► Press & hold the Search button C\ 
OR 

► Open Google search and touch the Microphone icon |/ In the Google search 
box. 

A dialog opens, prompting you to speak the words that you want to search for.

When you're finished speaking, Google search by voice analyzes your speech and 
displays the results of your search. 

If Google search by voice misunderstood you. the search box presents a list of 
similar-sounding search terms. 

You can also preface your search by speaking special words to take the following

• Say "Call," followed by a name from your contacts, followed by the kind of 
phone number ("mobile." "work.' and so on)— for example, "Call Mike LeBeau 
home." If there is a single match, the number is dialed automatically. See "Dial- 
ing by voice" on page 78. 

• Say "Directions to.* followed by an address, name, business name, type of busi- 
ness, or other destination, to get directions to that location from Google Maps. 

• Say "Navigate to," followed by an address, name, business name, type of busi- 
ness, or other destination to get spoken, turn-by-turn directions to that desti- 
nation. 

• Say "Map of." followed by an address, name, business name, type of business, 
or other location, to view that location on Google Maps. 
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Locking your screen 

You can lock your screen so that only you can unlock it to make calls, access your 
data, buy applications, and so on. You may also be required to lock your screen by a 
policy set by an small or other account you add to your phone.

you must enter to unlock your screen. 

The next time you turn on your phone or wake up the screen, you must draw your 
unlock pattern or to enter your PiN or password to unlock the screen. 
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Customizing the Home screen 

You can add application icons, shortcuts, widgets, and other items to any part of the 
Home screen. You can also change the wallpaper.

To add an item to the Home screen

You can add the following types of items to the Home screen. 

Shortcuts Add shortcuts to applications, a bookmarked webpage, a favorite 
contact, a destination in Maps, a Gmail label, a music playlist, and many other items. 
The shortcuts available depend on the applications you have installed. 

Widgets Add any of a variety of miniature applications (widgets) to your Home 
screen, including a clock, a music player, a picture frame, the Google search bar, a 
power manager, a calendar that shows upcoming appointments, and a News & 
Weather widget. You can also download widgets from Android Market. 

Folders Add a folder where you can organize Home screen items, or folders that 
contain all your contacts, contacts v;ith phone numbers, or starred contacts. Your 
folders' contents are kept up to date automatically. 

To move an item on the Home screen 

1 Touch & hold the item you want to move, until it vibrates. Don't lift your finger. 

2 Drag the item to a new location on the screen, 

Pause at the edge of the screen to drag the item onto another Home screen pane.

Connecting quickly with your contacts 



As you build up your list of contacts on your phone, you can use Quick Contact for 
Android in many applications to quickly start a chat, ennail, or text message, to place a 
call, or to locate your contacts, Quick Contact for Android is a special icon that you 
can touch to open a bubble with options for quickly initiating a connection to that 
contact. 

► Identify a Quick Contact Icon by its frame. 

Contacts that you can access with Quick Contact are displayed differently in 
different applications, but usually with a picture frame that looks like this: 



► Touch a Quick Contact Icon to open a bubble with icons for all the ways you can 
connmunicate with the contact. 

If there are more icons than can fit in the bubble, drag them left and right to view 
them all. 



► Touch an icon to open its application, where you can start communicating with 
your contact right away. 

You can also touch an icon to edit the contact's information in Contacts, to view 
the contact's address m Google Maps, and so on, depending on which applications 
and accounts are configured on your phone. 

You can add a shortcut for a contact to your Home screen, which you can then touch 
to open Quick Contact for Android for that contact.

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Optimizing battery life 



You can extend your battery's life between charges by turning off features that you 
don't need. You can also monitor how applications and system resources consume 
battery power.

If you aren't using Wi-Fi, Bluetooth, or GPS. use the Settings application to turn 
them off. See "Wireless & networks" on page 313 and "Location & security 
settings" on page 321. (The GPS receiver is only turned on when you're using an 
application that makes use of it.) 

► Turn down screen brightness and set a shorter screen timeout.

When you assemble your phone wdh a SIM card from your wireless service provider, 
your phone is configured to use your provider's mobile networks for voice calls and for 
transmitting data. (Refer to your phone's owners guide and your carrier for more 
Information.) 

Your phone is configured to vvcrk with rrary mob le ca-riers" networks. If your phone 
does not connect to a network when you insert a SIM card and turn it on, contact your 
carrier to obtain the details of its access point name. See "To edit or create a new

Different locations may have different mobile networks available. Initially, your phone 

Is configured to use the fastest mobile netv;crk available for data. But you can 
configure your ohone to use on'y a slo'.ver 2G network for data, to extend the iife of 
your battery between charges. You can also configure your phone to access a 
different set of networks entirely, or to behave in special ways when roaming.

To limit your data connection to 2G networks

wireless network.

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Connecting to Wi-Fi networics 

Wi-Fi is a wireless networking teclinoiogy tliat can provide Internet access at 
distances of up to 100 meters, depending on the Wi-Fi router and your surroundings. 

To use Wi-Fi on your phone, you access a wireless access point, or "hotspot." Some 
hotspots are open and you can simply connect to them. Others are hidden or 
im element other sscurity features, so you must configure your phone so it can 

connect to them. 

There are numerous systems for securing Wi-Fi connections, including some that rely 
on secure certificates or other schemes to ensure that only authorized users can 
connect. For Information about installing secure certificates, see "Worliing with secure 
certificated on page 67.

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To turn Wi-Fi on and connect to a Wi-Fi network 

If you're adding a Wi-Fi rietwork when first setting up your phone, Wi-Fi is turned on 
automatically, so you can skip to step 4.

2 Touch Wireless & networks > Wi-Fi settings. 

3 Check Wi-Fi to turn it on. 

The phone scans for available Wi-Fi networks and displays the names of those it 
finds.

If the network is open, you are prompted to confirm that you want to connect to 
that network by touching Connect. 

If the network is secured, you're prompted to enter a password or other 
credentials.

When you're connected to a network, you can touch its name in the Wi-Fi settings 
screen for details about the speed, security, address, and related settings. 

To receive notifications when open networks are in range 

By default, when Wi-Fi is on, you receive notifications in the Status bar when your 
phone detects an open Wi-Fi network. 

1 Turn on Wi-Fi, if it's not already on. 

2 In the Wi-Fi settings screen, check Network notification. 

You can uncheck this option to stop receiving notifications. 
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To add a Wi-Fi network 

You can add a Wi-Fi network so the phone will remember it. along with any security 
credentials, and connect to it automatically when it is in range. You must also add a 
Wi-Fi network to connect to it, if it does not broadcast its name (SSID). or to add a Wi- 
Fi network when you are out of range of it. 

To join a secured network, you need to contact the network's administrator to learn 
what security scheme is deployed on it and to obtain the password or other required 
security credentials. For more information about installing secure certificates, see 
"Working with secure certificates" on page 67. 

1 Turn on Wi-Fi, if it's not already on. 

If you're adding a Wi-Fi network when first setting up your phone, Wi-Fi is turned 
on automatically. 

2 In the Wi-Fi settings screen, touch Add Wi-Fi networl< (at the bottom of the list 
of discovered networks). 

3 Enter the SSID (name) of the network. If the network is secured, touch the 
Security menu and then touch the type of security deployed on the network.

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Connecting to Bluetooth devices 

Bluetooth is a short-range wireless communications technology that devices can use 
to exchange information over a distance of about 8 meters. The most common 
Bluetooth devices are headphones for making calls or listening to music, hands-free 
kits for cars, and other portable devices, Including laptops and cell phones. 

■^here are several Bluetooth profiles that de'ine the features and corrmuncations 
standards tor Bluetooth devices. For a list of the profiles supported by your phone, 
refer to your phone's owner's guide. 

To connect to a Bluetooth device, you must turn on your phone's Bluetooth radio. The 
first time you use a new device with your phone, you must 'pair' them, so that they 
know how to connect securely to each other. After that, you can simply connect to a 

paired device. 

Turn off Bluetooth v/hen you're not using it, to extend the 'ife of your battery between 
charges. You may also be required to turn Bluetooth otf in some locations. Bluetooth is 
turned off in Airplane mode.

The devices pair with each other. If you're prompted to enter a passcode, try 
entering 0000 or 1234 (the most common passcodes). or consult the 
documentation that came with the device to learn its passcode. 

If the pairing is successful, your phone connects to the device. 
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To connect to a Bluetooth device 

Once paired, you can connect to a Bluetooth device— for example, to switch devices or 
to reconnect after the phone and the device come back into range.

You can connect your phone to a computer with a USB cable, to transfer music, 
pictures, and other files between your phone's SD card and the computer. 

Warning! When connecting your phone to a computer and mounting its SD card, you must fol- 
low your computer's instructions for connecting and disconnecting USB devices, to 
avoid damaging or corrupting the files on your SD card. 

You can't share your phone's data connection and SD card via USB at the same time. 
If you are using USB tethering, you must turn that off first. See "Sharing your phone's 
mobile data connection" on page 62. 

To connect your phone to a computer via USB 

1 Use the USB cable that came with your phone to connect the phone to a USB port 
on your computer. 

You receive a notification that the USB is connected, 

2 Open the Notifications panel and touch USB connected. 

For details on working with the Notifications panel, see "Managing notifications" 
on page 27. 

3 Touch Turn on USB storage in the screen that opens to confirm that you want 
to transfer files. 

When the phone is connected as USB storage, the screen indicates that USB 
storage is in use and you receive a notification. 

Your phone's SD card is mounted as a drive on your computer. You can now copy 
files to and from the SD card. For more information, see the documentation for 
your computer. 

During this time, you can't access the SD card from your phone, so you can't use 
applications that rely on the SD card, such as Camera, Gallery, and Music. You also 
can't share your phone's data connection with your computer via USB. 

To disconnect your phone from the computer 

Warning! Carefully follow your computer's instructions to unmount the SD card and disconnect 
USB devices correctly, to avoid losing information on the card.

There are numerous systems for securing VPN connections, including some that rely 
on secure certificates or other schemes to ensure that only authorized users can 
connect. For information about installing secure certificates, see "Working with secure 
certificates" on page 67. 

To configure VPN access from your phone, you must obtain the details from your 
network administrator.

If you that find information from unrelated contacts was joined 
in error, you can separate them, as described in 'Separating contact information' on

Changes that you make to information from one source do not affect the information 
from other sources.

Gmail is web-based Your messages are stored on Google servers, but you ^ead, 
write, and organize messages with the Gmail application on your phone or oy in a web 
browser. Because your mail is stored on Google servers, you can search your entire 
message history, backed by the speed and power of Google search. 

Actions that you take in one place are reflected everywhere. For example, if you read a 

message in Gmail on your ohone, it's marked as read in a web browser. And a message 
that you send using a biowser, oi even a draft of a message, is visible m Gmail on the 
phone. 

Gmail is conversation-based Each message and all replies to it are grouped in 
your Inbox as a single conversation. In other email applications, replies to messages 

are spread across your Inbox, typically by date received, so a message and the replies 
to it are separated by other messages. Gmail mal<e$ it easy to follow the thread of a 

conversation. 

Gmail is organized by labels, not by folders By tagg ng messages with 
labels, you can organize your conversations in many Different ways. In other email 
applications, each message can live In only one folder. For example, with Gmail you 

can label a corversation with your mothe* about your brother's birthday present with 
both "Mom" and "Dave." Later, you can look for the message under either label. Using 
folders, you'd have to store the message in the "Mom" folder or the "Dave" folder, not 
both. 

Gmail for the phone is optimized for mobile: for advanced tasks, use a 
W0b brOWSOr The best place to organize and learn about Gmail is the web. For 

example, you can't use the Gmail application on the phone to create the labels and 

filters ttiat you use to organize your messages, but you can label a message on the 
phone. Gmail on the web offers complete information about the service, so it's tne 
best place to learn about all of the features of Gmail. 

Gmail is for Gmail Of course you can use Gmail to send email to any email 
address, and anyor>e can ser>d email to you at your Gmail address. But if you want to 

read messages from another email service provider (using your AOL, Yahool, or other 
email account), you use the Email application. See 'Email" on page 173.

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Archiving conversations 

You can archive conversations, to move them out of your Inbox without deleting them. 
Archived conversations are assigned the Ail Mail label, and they retain any other labels 
you've assigned to them.

If someone replies to a message that you've archived, 
its conversation is restored to your Inbox.

Full-size 
sites are often harder to navigate on a mobile browser than sites designed for use on 
mobile devices.

A dialog opens with the page's title and full address (URL). 
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To set your home page 

Your home page opens when you open a new Browser window, and when you start 
Browser after restarting your phone or after not using it for a while. 

1 Browse to the page you want to set as your home page. 

2 Press Menu =andtouc'iMore Settings Set home page. 

3 Touch Use current page. Or enter a different page's address (URL). 

4 Touch OK 

If you prefer to open new Browser windows without opening a webpage by default, 
leave this field blank. This can make new Browser windows open more quickly. 
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Webpages that are optimized for mobile devices typically open at a size appropriate 
for your phone. Often, you can't zoom or even scroll their contents. 

Webpages that aren't designed specifically for mobile devices typically open in 
overview mode— the page is zoomed out so you can get the big picture. You can 
change how pages open, as described in "Changing Browser settings" on page 216. 

To scroll a webpage 

► Slide your finger on the screen. 
OR 

► Roll the Trackball m any direction. 

Rolling the Trackball selects items on the page in the direction you roll, scrolling 
selected Items mrc view if necessary. Pressing the Trackball has the same effect 
as touching the selected item (opening a link, select. ng a text field, and so on). 

The Trackball is particularly useful for selecting links and other items that are 
close together, such as text fields and controls in forms. 

To zoom in or out on a webpage 

You may not be able to zoom in or out on webpages designed for mobile devices.

2 Touch the plus or minus side of the Zoonn control to zoom in or out. 

To quickly zoom into a section of a webpage 

You may not be able to zoom in or out on webpages designed for mobile devices. 

► Double-tap on the section of the webpage you want to view. 

The webpage zooms in so that you can read all the text in that section by scrolling 
up and down. 

If you adjust your zoom level in this view, Browser remembers your preference 
while you stay on that page. 

► To return to the default zoom level, double-tap again. 

► Touch an area with two fingers at once and pinch them together to zoom out; 
spread them apart to zoom in. Double-tap after zooming in th s way, to reflow a 
column of text to fit the screen (if you have the Auto-fit pages setting cnecked, as 
described in "Page content settings" on page 216). 
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To find text on a webpage 

1 Press Menu = and touch More > Find on page. 

2 Enter the text you're looking for. 

As you type, the first word with matching characters is highlighted on the screen, 
and subsequent matches are boxed.

Navigating among webpages 

You can open links on a webpage, navigate back and forward, and review your 
browsing history, just as in any web browser. You can also take advantage of some 
shortcuts for working with links and other kinds of information. 



To open a link 

► Touch a link to open it. 

Links that you touch are highlighted in orange until the webpage they refer to 
opens in the window. 

The Trackball is useful for selecting links that are close together on the screen. 
Press the Trackball to open a selected link. 

To go back and forward among the pages you've opened 

► Press the Back button.

To view your Browser history 

As you browse the wen, Browser keeps track of the pages you visit, to help you find 
your way back later.

You can also press & hold the Back button when viewing a webpage to open 
the History tab.

4 Touch & hold a page in the list to open a menu with options for opening the page, 
adding it or removing it form you bookmarks, sharing page, removing it form your 
history, and so on.

To follow shortcuts for links, phone numbers, and addresses 

Browser recognizes links, as well as some phone numbers, addresses, and similar 
information, as information that you may want to act on directly. 

► Touch & hold a link to open a menu with shortcuts for opening, bookmarking. 
saving, and sending the link via email. 

► Touch a phone number to open the Phone application with the number entered. 
See "Placing and ending calls" on page 70. 

► Touch a street address to open it in Maps. 

For more information, see "Maps" on page 219. 
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You can open up to eight Browser windows at once and switch among them. 

To Open a new Browser window 

^ Press Menu = and touch New Window. 

► Press Menu ^ and touch Windows. In the screen that opens, touch New 
window.

This 
speeds webpage display, which can be useful if you have a slow connection, but many 
websites mdke little sense with text ak)ne. 

Auto-fit pages OhwM to have Browser optimize tlie presentation of text and other 
elements of webpages to fit your phone'is screen. Checking this option also causes the 

browser to reflow a column of text to fit the screen if you do;jb'e-tar! the screen 
directly after zooming with your fingers. Uncheck to view pages as designed for a 
computer screen, and to causa double-tapping to simply switch between zoomed-ln 
and default view. 

Landscape-only display Check to display pages In landscape (horizontal) 
orientation on yaut screen, regardless of how you are hokling the phone. 

Enable JavaScript Uncheck to prevent JavaScript from running on webpages. 
Many webpages function correctly only if they can run JavaScript features on your 
phone. 

Enalile plug-Ins Uncheck to disable plug-Ins from webpages. 
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Open in background Cnrrk *c ocen new windows in the background when you 
touch & hold a link and toucn Open in new window. This is useful when you are 
working with windows that take a long time to download and display. Press Menu "s. 
touch Windows, and then tcLch the new window to viev; it. Uncheci< you prefer 
new wir dows that you open in this way to open in place of the current window. See "To 
switch 3rowser windows" on page 211. 

Set home page Opens a dialog where you can enter the URL of a page that you 
want to open whenever you open a new Browser windov^. If you prefer to open new 
Browser windows more quickly, t)y not opening any page by default, leave the dialog 
blank. 

Privacy settings 

Clear cache The browser stores the text and images of the webpages you visit so 
that they open more quickly when you revisit them. Touch Clear cache to delete 
these temporary files. 

Clear history The browser keeps track of the webpages you visit, so you can 
quickly find them and open them again later. (See 'To view your Browser history" on 
page 209.) Touch Clear history to delete this record. 

Accept cookies Many webpages stce, 'ead, and update files called cookies on 
your phone, for your convenience. For example, some password-protected sites use 
cookies so you don't have to log in each time you visit. Other sites use cookies to 
remember your preferences;. Uncheck to prevent webpages from storing cookies on 
your phone. 

Clear all cookie data Touch to delete all cookies from your phona 

Remember form data Browser remembers what you enter In some form fields 
on a site and helps you reenter that text the next time you use that fomi. Uncheck to 
disable this feature. 

Clear form data Touch to delete all the information the Browser remembers about 
what you've entered in form& 

Enable location Check to permit websites with location-specific content to ask 

whether you want to share your location, using your phone's location information. To 
provide a website with your location, you must also have location sharing enabled in 
the Settings applicatton. See "Privacy settings" on page 326. 

Clear location access Opens a dialog where you can clear the permissions 
youVe granted to websites In the past, to access your location. If those websites want 
permission to access your locatnn again, you must grant it again.

Remember passwords Browser can remember your passwords for some

Clear passwords Touch to delete any passwords that Browser has stored. 

Show security warnings Uncheck to prevent Browser from warning you at)out 
wet)sltes with common security problems, such as outdated or invalid certificates.

WebStte settings Opens a screen where you can view advanced settings for 
particular websites. 

Reset to defiault Touch to delete all Browser data, including your browsing history, 
cookies, passwords, and bookmarks, and to restore all the Browser settings to their 
original values.

You use Maps to find your current location; to view real-time traffic 
conditions; to get detailed directions by foot public transportation, 
bicycle, or car; and to navigate by using spol^en. turn-by-turn driving 
Instructions, using \3r\e Google Maps Navigation (beta) service.

To search with pictures 

Goggles works better with some kinds of searches than others. Try taking pictures of 
books and DVDs, landmarks, logos, contact info, artwork, businesses, products, 
barcodes, or text. Currently, it's not so good at recognizing animals, plants, cars, 
furniture, or apparel.

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Transferring music files to your phone 

Music plays audio files that are stored on your phone's SD card, so before you open 
Music, you must copy audio files from your computer onto the SD card. 

Music supports a wide variety of audio file formats, so it can play music that you 
purchase from online stores, music that you copy from your CD collection, and so on. 

Music supports audio files in numerous formats, including MP3, M4A (iTunes 
application AAC. DRM-free), AMR , MIDI, and OGG Vorbis. 

To copy music files onto the plione's SD card 

1 Connect the phone to your computer with a USB cable and mount the SD card. 
See "Connecting to a computer via USB* on page 60. 

2 To organize your audio files, you can use the computer to create a music folder at 
the top level of the SD card. 

3 Use the computer to copy music and other audio files into the folder that you 
created on the SD card.

Auto-cap Check to capitalize the first letter of the first word In sentences. 

Auto-punctuate Check to Insert a period ( . ) when you press the Space key twice 
In a row. 
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Voice input & output settings 

You use the Voice Input & Output settings to configure the Android voice input featuie. 
described in "Entering text by spealdng' on page 32. and ttie text-to-speech 
synthesizer, for applications that can tal<e advantage of it, such as TalkBacl<, which Is 
described in "Accessibility settings" on page 332. 

Google Voice Recognition settings screen 

Language Opens a screen where you can set the language you use when entering 
text by speal<ing. 

Saf eSearch Opens a dialog where you can set whether you want Google 
SafeSearch filtering to block some results when you use Google search by voice: 
Block no search results (off), only explicit or offensive Images (moderate), or both 
exploit or offensive text and images (strict). 

offensive wo rds When unchecked, Google voice recognition will 

recognize and transcribe words many people consider offensive, when you enter text 
by speal<lng. When checked, Google voice recognition replaces those words in 
transcriptions with a placehokJer comprised of hash symbols ( # ). 

Text-to-Speech settings screen

Default engine Opens a dialog where you can set the text-to-speech application 
you want to use. if you have more than one installed. 

Install voice data l*' your phone does not have speech synthesize- data nstalled. 
connects to Android Market and guides you through the process of downloading and 
installing the data. This setting is not available if the data is already installed. 

Speech rate Opens a dialog where you can select how quickly you want the 
synthesizer to speak. 

Language Opens a dialog where you can select the language of the text you want 
the synthesizer to read This Is particularly useful In combination with the Alwaiys Use 
My Settings setting, to ensure that text Is spoken correctly in a variety of appllcatk>n& 
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Accessibility settings 

You use the Accessibility settings to configure any accessibility plug-ins you have 
Installed on your phone. 

Accessibility Check to enable all installed accessibility plug-ins. 

KickBack Check to have the phone vibrate briefly as feedback as you navigate the 
user interface, press buttons, and so on. 

TalkBack Check to have an Installed speech syntliesizer speak the labels ornames 
of items as you navigate the phone's user interface. 

SoundBack Check to play a sound as you navigate the phone's user Interfacejc 
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Dock settings 

If you have a car dock or desktop dock, you can use the Dock settings, to set your 

preferences for how the phone and the dock interact. 

For more information about the applicauons that open when you insert the phone in a 
dock, see "Car Home* on page 295. 'Clock* on page 289, and the documentation that 
came with your dock. 

Audio Available when the phone is inserted in a car dock or desktop dock. For a car 

dock, opens a dialog where you can set whether music and other media audio play 
through the dock soeaker and whether to use the dock as a speakerphone. For a 
desktop dock, opens a dialog where you can set wnether music and other auaio play 
via the audio line out port Your settings apply only to the dock you are using; you can 
have different settings for different docks. 

Dock insortion sound Check to play a sound when inserting or removing the 
phone from a dock. 
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Date & time settings 

Use Date & Time settings to set your preferences for how dates are displayed You can 
also use these settings to set your own time and time zone, rather than obtaining the 
current time from the mobile network. 

Automatic Uncheck to set the date. time, and time zone on the phone manually, 
rather than otitalning the current time from the mobile network. 

Sdt date i Automatic is unchecked, opens a dialog where you can manually set 
the phoned date. 

Select time zone if Automatic is uncheckec. opens a dialog where you can set 
tfie phoned time zone. 

Set time if Automatic is unchecked, opens a dialog wheie you can set the 
phone'^tlme. 

Use 24-hour format Check to display the time using 24-hour time format-for 
example, 13:00 rather than 1:00 pm. 

Select date format Opens a dialog where you can select the format for displaying 
dates. 
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About phone 

About Phone includes information about your phone. 

About Phone screen 

System updates Opens a screen that reports on the availability of Android 
system software updates. 

Status Opens the Status screen with a long list of information about your battery, 
mobile networl< connection, and other details. 

Battery use Opens a list of the applications and operating system components 
you have used since you last connected the phone to a pov;er source, sorted by the 
amount of power they have used. Touch an application in the list to view details about 
its power use and, if available, touch a button to open a settir>gs or information screen 
for that component or application. See "Optimizing battery life* on page 49. 

Legal information Opens a screen where you can obtain legal information about 
the software included with your phona 

System tutorial Opens a screen that offers to Introduce some of your phoned 
features, as described in "Starting Android for the first time* on page 16. 

Version Information Lists details about the model numbers and versions of your 
phoned hardware and operating system software. This information is useful if you 
need to work with your carrier^ support team. 
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
